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How to Choose 
Your Gunsight 


What is the best type of gunsight for 
all kinds of hunting? 

Hunters might argue the point for 
days, but the American Optometric As- 
sociation says it is the one that is right 
for each hunter’s eyes. The choice will 
vary because no two people see exactly 
alike. 

According to optometrists, the iron 
open sight is the most visually demand- 
ing because it requires the ability to 
change focus from near to far quickly. 
Hunters who don’t have this ability will 
prefer the peep sight with a large aper- 
ture. 

Older hunters, on the other hand, may 
find the telescopic sight best for their 
eyes. They are cautioned, however, to be 
sure the scope has sufficient eye relief 
(distance between scope and eye) to 
prevent striking the eye or forehead on 
recoil. 

The first step hunters should take in 
selecting a gunsight is to have their eyes 
examined thoroughly. In addition to hav- 
ing clear focus at far and near for sight- 
ing, hunters need sharp visual acuity for 
spotting game; fast accurate depth per- 
ception for judging distances; good side 
vision; and effective color vision. If any 
of these are lacking, the optometrist can 
help the hunter achieve them or learn to 
compensate for them. 

The American Optometric Association 
also says hunters will have an easier 
time getting their game if they wear 
quality sunglasses on bright or sunny 
days to eliminate the hazards created by 
glare. Gray tinted lenses that block out 
75 to 85 percent of the light are the best 
choice for hunters because they do not 
distort color perception. 

For safety, hunters should wear in- 
dustrial strength impact-resistant 
glasses, sunglasses or goggles, whether 
or not they need prescription lenses, to 
protect their eyes from flying shot, tree 
limbs and other hazards. These are

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available in both plastic or glass lenses. 
They should fit well and not block the 
hunter’s view. 

The optometrists say hunters should 
wear hunter orange clothing to make 
themselves highly and safely visible to 
others under all weather and light condi- 
tions. There is no need to worry about 
being easily spotted by the animals. 
Most of them are color blind. 

The American Optometric Association 
also recommends that all hunters, 
regardless of age or experience, enroll 
in a hunter safety program.

International Postal Match History 


History reveals a total of eight years of 
postal match activity. It was first estab- 
lished in 1970. Mike Walker of IBS and 
Harry |. Madden of SSAA Benchrest in 
Australia formulated the basic ground 
rules for these matches. These two 
countries held the first postal matches. 
The teams were but for one class, the 
light varmint class, and each country en- 
tered ten competitors. Total average ag- 
gregates were used for team placement. 
From this small beginning these 
matches have expanded over the years 
since. 

Gathering information from postal 
match files and back issues of Precision 
Shooting magazine provides a history of 
these activities. The records indicate 
that there were growing pains, to be ex- 
pected in such a undertaking. Due to the 
dedication of Walker and Madden these 
matches were expanded to include, in 
addition to the light varmint class, the 
heavy varmint class and the heavy bench 
rifle. The average competitor has no 
idea of the amount of time and effort that 
has gone into the postal matches. The 
records on file hold copies of all the cor- 
respondence that has been exchanged 
between the countries taking part in 
postal matches for these eight years. 
These activities have led to a coordi- 
nated effort which has been instrumen- 
tal in the standardization of rules and 
equipment. Efforts to maintain the same 
rules and rifle specifications have con- 
tinued between the postal match com- 
mittee members as well as the leader- 
ship of the organizations in each coun- 
try. 

The rather limited interest demon- 
strated by most competitors concerning 
postal matches is somewhat surprising. 
When a competitor is selected as a team 
member, he receives an award that only 
a handful of the total number of 
benchshooters has ever qualified for. To 
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receive this award more than one time is 
an indication of outstanding perfor- 
mance among all the competitors 
throughout the world and is an indica- 
tion of outstanding performance over an 
extended period of time. In the U.S., P. J. 
Hart holds the record at this point for the 
number of wins. Six times Hart has en- 
tered this honored group. 

At the request of then IBS President 
Carl Lynn | took over the postal matches 
for IBS in 1972. The committee was 
made up of Harry Madden of Australia, 
George Wachmann of the Canadian 
Bench Rest Shooters and myself. During 
1971 and 1972 these three countries held 
postal matches for the light varmint and 
heavy varmint classes. In 1973, the 
heavy bench rifle was added. The same 
year the committee, with the help of IBS 
leadership, helped and welcomed the 
benchrest group in England and they 
entered the postal matches that year. 
Australia and Canada, along with IBS in 
the U.S., did everything possible to help 
this new group become active. During 
1975 the sad news that the group in Eng- 


land was forced to disband came from 
Peter Wm. Taylor the English IBS Direc- 
tor. They simply could not overcome the 
anti-gun laws of England. They were 
unable to import barrels, actions, 
powder or primers to improve their 
equipment to the level currently estab- 
lished in other countries. In addition, 
restrictions and regulations for the 
operating of ranges and holding 
matches were a never ending battle for 
this small group of dedicated shooters. 
Their experiences should be a fair warn- 
ing to others of the state of affairs that 
can come about with unnecessary laws 
and regulations. | might add that Pete’s 
final letter informing us that the British 
Benchrest Shooters were disbanding in- 
dicated that the growth of crime was as 
bad in England as in many other coun- 
tries and he encouraged us all to fight 
for our right to bear arms. 

During the years following Australia, 
Canada and the U.S.A. continued with 
the matches for three classes. In 1977 
the benchrest shooters in Italy took part 
in the postal matches for the first time in

Here in the U.S. Mal Barron became 
chairman of the postal match committee 
in 1974. During the period he served as 
chairman he had a really top quality 
medallion made up. This has remained 
our award to this date. 

In 1975, Fred Sinclair, of IBS, became 
chairman and continued the activities. 
Fred held this responsibility until Janu- 
ary 1978 at which time | again became 
chairman. The current committee is 
made up of Nev Madden of Australia’s 
SSAA BR, Wayne Tubman of the Cana- 
dian Bench Rest Shooters, Alberto Midili 
of Italy and myself. 

With the exception of 1975, the policy 
of IBS in the U.S. has been that a com- 
petitor can only be on one U.S. team 
each year. A lack of properly filed 
ground rules as guidance during 1975 
caused this error. A check back indi- 
cates that the outcome in team place- 
ment would not have been effected by 
this error. 

USA competitors may become a mem- 
ber of one of these teams by placing in 
the upper levels in any of the light var- 
mint, heavy varmint or heavy bench rifle 
class IBS championships. If a competi- 
tor ends up in the top ten places at a 
championship, he may be selected as a 
team member. After all championships 
are completed for the year, the results 
are reviewed and the top performers are 
selected on their scores. Placing high 
enough for a team member slot is possi- 
ble because only one competitor can be 
on one postal team. Often some 
shooters will place in the top five of two 
or three classes. 

The current postal match team 
records are as follows: 

Light varmint team score — 
2954” USA 1977 

Heavy varmint team score — 
3125” USA 1973 

Heavy Bench Rifle team score — 
3825” USA 1977 

The top performers for the IBS teams 
are a limited group indeed. Only six peo- 
ple have made the team more than twice. 
J. Stekl, the late R.W. Hart, P.J. Hart, C. 
Lynn, L. Euber and J. Deming have 
reached this honored position. There is 
only one way that this can be done: 
Consistent top performance over a long 
period of years. When you see that one 
and one half inch medallion on a 
shooter’s jacket, you are looking at atop 
marksman in the benchrest game 

From the start of these activities until 
1973 all targets of each team member in 
each country were sent to the IBS chair- 
man and these targets were measured 
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by the IBS Records Committee. This was 
found to be very costly and unnecessary. 
When these team scores were compared 
with the measurements made in each 
country, there was so little difference 
that it was felt unimportant. In fact, the 
very worst error found between the two 
sets of figures was .004’’. Based on years 
of experience in handling record targets, 
it is well known that group measure- 
ments become larger due to paper 
stretching, vibration and handling. 
Therefore, this practice was dropped. 
Targets are now measured in accor- 
dance with IBS rules in each country. 
Postal Match History 1970-1977 


The postal match representative formul- 
ates this information for his teams and 
submits it to the postal match chairman. 
The chairman formulates team stand- 
ings, publishes the results and sends out 
the awards. 

In the U.S. these awards are presented 
to the team members the following 
shooting season at the IBS champion- 
ship shoots. The data and awards are 
completed for the 1977 shooting season. 
If you attend one of the IBS champion- 
ships this year, keep in mind that you 
may be selected as a team member if you 
can finish in the top ten. Good Luck!

Editor’s Note: As mentioned in The Editor’s Hour in March there is some interesting 
action surfacing on the PPC and BR case controversy. The following, with notes in- 
dicating the order of events, is the printed material available to us as of this date. We 
present it for the interest it is sure to create. 


It all began many months ago when 
Glen Price, of Torrance, California, sent 
out a copy of his Southwest Sighter. 
Glen, who is Deputy Director of the 
Southwest region of NBRSA, prints this 
little information sheet for his shooters 
as the occasion allows. 

In the issue in question he had the 
following comments on the 6mm bullet 
and the PPC: 

Which is the Hero? — Which is the 
Villian? — 6mm bullet or P.P.C. 
Cartridge. 

The success of the much-vaunted 
PPC Cartridge in 6mm is no fiction. As to 
the superiority of the 220 Russian in 
.224, there still is considerable doubt. 
The sad truth of this issue is the failure 
of the U.S. firearms industry to react 
quickly to the obvious fact that first rate 
6mm B.R. Bullets are available, and have 
been for several years; witness the re- 
cent rash of world records broken with

the 6mm. Had Remington, or any other 
Firearms Company, introduced a 
cartridge such as the 6mm B.R. 
Remington as a contemporary of the 
PPC, there would have been no reason 
for the modification of a great number of 
rifle bolts to an odd-ball size. The 
research that has been carried on by 
many shooters should have resulted in 
development of loads to be used in a 
case with a standard base. The real 
reason for the success of the 6mm PPC 
lies in bullet development rather than 
cartridge development, as the continued 
success of the 6X47 shows. Now that the 
6mm B.R. Remington Cartridge is soon 
to be available, much of the reason for 
the existance of the PPC will have 
ceased to be. To be sure, there will be, 
for a time, lively competition between 
the 6mm PPC, the 6X47, and the 6mm 
B.R. Remington, but the economic ad- 
vantage of the standard bolt face will 
return the 220 Russian to the collectors 
shelf, for that is just where it belongs. 
* * * 

As things usually happen, a copy of 
this bulletin reached the desk of Fred 
Sinclair, columnist for PS, benchrest ri- 
fle maker of status and supporter of any 
accurate cartridge. Fred promptly took 
issue with Glenn in a friendly sort of way 
and fired off the following letter:

Dear Glenn, 

Read your note regarding the PPC in 
the ‘“‘Southwest Sighter’’. 

\’m afraid | must strongly disagree. 

Now, it is likely that my _ favorite 
cartridge is the 6X47, in its standard 
form. | owe my success as a shooter to it 
but | fear it is not equal to the 6mm PPC. 

The consistancy of the PPC is much 
superior to that of the cranky 6X47. It is 
not near as fussy with regard to seating 
depth and it will shoot a much wider 
range of powders. 

The 6X47 is a great 200 yard round and 
may hold its own at this yardage but at 
100 yards it will take a back seat to the 
PPC. Better take a look at the aggreg- 
ates. 

The nimber of shooters building their 
second PPC is far greater than with the 
6X47. 

As far as the Remington 6mm being of 
“economic advantage” you had better 
send your adding machine in for repair. 

A set of case forming dies at $68.00 is 
a bunch more than any type extractor 
alteration and if you have a large face 
bolt it can be made to handle the PPC 
with complete success in a matter of 
seconds, even with a magazine type field 
rifle. 

When a dealer must pay Remington 
full retail for the unformed brass there is 
something wrong. 

Forming cases is a time consuming 
hassle that results in ill-forming, work 
hardened, brass that doesn’t hold up 
worth a “hoot”. 

I’ve never had a split neck on a PPC 
case, even my 25 caliber, but you can ex- 
pect plenty with the Remington. 

Maybe if Remington would come 
down from their tower and let Jim do his 
thing; but don’t hold your breath. 

| spent over $250.00 for reamers, 
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gages and dies for the Remington and 
then | have to pay retail for their brass. 
Now come on!! 

I’m afraid to think what will happen to 
the price if they market formed brass. 

Take a look at what they did with their 
52 grain bullets, it’s quite obvious where 
their interest lies. 

Sure this formed brass is stronger 
than the PPC, it’s so damn strong that it 
takes 6 to 8 firings to form out half way 
decent; just in time to start necks split- 
ing. 

I’ve seen PPC cases that were over 
loaded and came out of the rifle looking 
like a belted case but they did not rup- 
ture. Such overloads in a 6X47 would be 
“ducking time’. 

The PPC brass is much more uniform 
than any U.S. made brass, even the over- 
rated Federal ‘‘stuff”’. 

You will note, too, that the Remington 
is nothing more than a copy of the PPC, 
Jim will attest to this, small primer, small 
flashole, length & shoulder angle. 

Sure the diameter is different but 
what’s .020. 

| doubt if the success of the PPC, or 
any other 6mm, is due solely to superior 
bullets being available. 

If | had to guess it would be due to 
heavier bullets than the 22 caliber. 

Fact is the little case, although odd- 
ball size, is a reliability consistant per- 
forming round. Simple as that! 

Don’t knock it until you really give it a 
try. 

I’ve got too many pleased customers 
who are shooting the PPC. | am basing 
my comments on results both on the 
target and by the repeat orders; not pre- 
judiced fear of something different con- 
ceived by someone other then the ‘“‘In- 
dustry”’.

MORE TIN-LEAD 
ALLOY BULLET ACCURACIES 
By Larry Thompson 


Claude Roderick being the modest 
gentleman that he is, has refused to 
send the details and groups of his shoot- 
ing in one of our ASSRA Postal Matches 
to the editor of this magazine for 
publication. Myself, and a number of his 
shooting buddies have felt that some of 
his so-called ‘‘TREMENDOUS TRIFLES”’ 
behind this accomplishment might be of 
help to other shooters of the single shot 
rifle. So, he finally consented to give me 
the information, and let me publish it 
under my name. Here it is exactly as he 
gave it to me: 


“Dear Larry: 

“Here are the details asked for on my 
shooting in the last stage of the SCOTT 
TROPHY MATCH ending July 31, 1976. 
As you know this is a Postal Match of our 
association for any centerfire caliber 
single shot rifle, fired from the bench

rest with sandbags only, and on five 
targets of five shots per target for group 
at 100 yards. The lowest average, for the 
five groups, determining the winner. 

“The shooting was done one beautifui 
morning, beginning at about eight 
o'clock, with near perfect conditions 
and only an 0-8 mph wind from 6-7 
o’clock; temperature 80° F., humidity 
75%, and the barometer reading 29.70. It 
was one of those one-in-a-thousand 
times that regardless of what you do, 
they just seem to go where they belong. 

“The five, 5-shot group targets shown 
here are 25 consecutive shots, all shot at 
one setting, that | fired at 100 officially 
measured yards from the bench rest with 
sandbags in The American Single Shot 
Rifle Association’s Postal Matches on 
July 19, 1976. The groups are shown ac- 
tual size, and in the sequence fired.* 
Their average is .276-inch and, up to 
now, is an association record. 

“RIFLE: 

“This is a Geo. C. Shoyen, Denver, 
Colorado, barrel apparently made and 
fitted by him in the late 1870s or early 
1880s to a Pacific model Ballard action 
with double set triggers. The caliber is 
one that | have never been able to finda 
case that | could take and make cases 
for it — very odd dimensions. But the 
chamber measures to be for the .40-70 
Ballard caliber, or the .40-63 Ballard 
Everlasting which has the same outside 
dimensions. This was a popular caliber 
in the Ballards at the time this barrel was 
made. The rifle was originally made for 
two cross paper patches and the false 
muzzle is so arranged. | have never shot 
paper patched bullets in it. | got no 
equipment with it other than the false 
muzzle. It has nine lands and grooves. 


The bore is .3995’’ and the grooves 
.4063’’ diameters. Twist 16-1/4-inch, 
uniform, right-hand. Fortunately, the in- 
side of the barrel is spotless, and 
seemingly unworn. As near as | can tell 
without an air gage to measure the in- 
side more accurately it seems to have a 
choke of .0004-.0005’’ diameter from 
ahead of the chamber to the muzzle. Or, 
could some of this much difference in 
diameter possibly be worn right ahead of 
the chamber? The barrel is 31-inches 
long plus the false muzzle, full octagon, 
and 1-9/16-inch wide across the flats. It 
has two old cross dovetail slots probably 
for one of the old style target scopes, but 
| drilled and tapped it for Unertl Posa 
bases .170”’ high, and on 9-inch centers 
for modern scopes and benchrest use 
only. 
“TELESCOPE: 

“Redfield model 3200 target in 20X 
with fine crosshairs mounted on .170” 
high flat bottom Unertl Posa bases. | 
have always tried to use as low a pair of 
scope bases as the rifle and elevation 
adjustments would permit. | kept having 
trouble with my scope not going back on 
the rifle to the same adjustments my 
book showed | had used previously. | 
finally tumbled to what was wrong. The 
lowest base that Redfield lists for their 
3200 scope is .200-inch high. When 
using the Posa .170’’ high bases, the 
bottom edges of the two flat side pieces 
on the Redfield mount ring were hitting 
the barrel surface before making a com- 
plete grip over the top and sides of the 
Posa bases. | ground off .030”’ from the 
bottom of all four side plates. This per- 
mitted these plates to grip all surfaces of 
the .170”’ high bases as it should, and 
cleared my trouble. This .170” height (of 
top dovetailed shape area) is true on all 
Unertl Posa bases that | have examined 
even though they may be listed as being 
higher. This is due to the fact that the 
.170” height dimension is the cross sec- 
tion height of the dovetailed area only, 
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and any other height will be in a wider 
and integral base below the dovetail, 
and the side plates on your 3200 will hit 
these instead as they did on my barrel. 
Clamp your scope down in position on 
your bases, then look thru underneath 
and see if you can see ‘‘daylight”’ any- 
where around the dovetail area, particu- 
larily, on the top of the scope bases. 
“BULLET: 

“The bullet is from an old Pope .39 
caliber mould that had seen a lot of 
abuse before | got it. Originally, it did not 
have dowel or guide pins. It is a typical 
Pope design with 9 bands and 8 grease 
grooves. The bullet ‘as cast’ of 1 part tin 
(‘pure’ bar tin) and 20 parts lead (sheet 
lead) all by weight, at 840° F. ina SAECO 
bottom pour electric pot is .004-.005” 
out-of-round and with wide ‘fins’ the full 
length of both sides of the body. These 
‘fins’ are very carefully and laboriously 
removed with a pocket knife and 
scraped out of the grease grooves. All 
bullets are then weighed and grouped, 
and none kept with more than a grain 
variation in bullet weight. All 25 bullets 
used in this shooting weighed 355.6 
grains, and averaged 1:20 tin-lead alloy 
hardness on the Potter Lead Hardness 
Tester. 

“A long stem mercury, or bi-metal 
thermometer is kept in the pot while 
casting and the thermostat furnace is 
regulated as required to hold a certain 
temperature in the molten alloy. Metal is 
fluxed with beeswax every 30 or 40 
bullets cast. A Potter Lead Hardness 
Tester is used to keep a running check 
on the alloy hardness by taking three 
samples (using a Lyman core mould for 
.45 caliber adjusted to 1/2-inch length 
for uniformity of size in cast testing sam- 
ples) before flux, and then three after 
flux. When finished total up all hardness 
tests and divide by the number of test 
pieces taken to give the average hard- 
ness of the alloy for this particular cast- 
ing session.

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“SWAGING BULLET: 

“After weighing bullets a very light 
film of Castor Oil is applied to a clean 
ink stamp pad and the bullets rolled on 
this to barely lubricate them. See my arti- 
cle‘Lead Bullet Sizing and/or Swaging 
Dies’ in the February, 1973 issue of this 
magazine. However, the SAECO Sizing 
& Lubricating machine with it’s 1-to-1 
ratio on the handle mentioned in this ar- 
ticle does not have an adequate 
leverage ratio for this much working of a 
1:20 tin-lead alloy, so | used a discon- 
tinued C-H Tool & Die Corp. Swag-O- 
Matic pistol bullet making press. Herters 
did make a similar one too. Interior die 
arrangements are the same as the draw- 
ing in that article. The bullets were then 
swaged UP on the baseband from .3965”’ 
to .4073” diameter, and all other bands 
UP from .380-385” to .400” diameter. 
Pressure to do this is obtained against a 
nose form fitting stop and ejector punch 
in the bottom of the die. This operation 
shortens the OAL of the bullet from 
1.218” to 1.147”. The nose and the 
grease grooves shortening and the 
bands stay their original width. The 
grease groove diameters seem to still be 
uniformly round when checked on a 32X 
shop comparator. Bullets were then 
lubricated with my No. 1 lube for 80° F. 
temperature shooting in a Pope grease 
pump. 

“PROPELLANTS:

about 1/2-pound pressure was .425” 
diameter, and the other 1/16” in from the 
mouth of the case was .415” diameter. 
“The base of the bullet was seated 
2.553-inches in from the end of the bar- 
rel with a chamber seating guide as 
shown in the drawing with my article 
‘Lead Bullet Chamber Seating Guide’ in 
the December, 1977 issue of this paper. 
The alternate method shown in this 
drawing was used to machine the out- 
side diameters of this particular guide. 
“Velocity tests with a good Avtron 
Chronograph and their photoelectric 
screens shows the above combination 
giving an average velocity of 1301 fps, 
with a 10 fps maximum velocity variance 
from shot to shot.

25 Years Ago 


e@ Someone asked me what benchrest 
shooters will be doing 25 years from 
May, 1978. Here are some wild 
thoughts, take your pick. They will 
have electric ignition, no primers. 
Record shots will be counted and 
crossfires detected electronically. 
Groups will be measured in fractions 
of a millimeter using some kind of light 
triangulation including immediate 
transmission to a computer that will 
post and predict all match scores and 
aggregates continuously on a big TV 
screen. There will be semi-indoor 
sound proof firing booths and flat 
covered preassigned loading spaces 
behind each booth for each competi- 
tor. There will be 200, 300, and 400 
meter courses of fire as all groups at 
100 meters will be immeasurably 
small. There will be automatic two- 
minute target changing, preregistered 
spacious parking areas and adjacent 
motel rooms. Ranges will either be 
baffled to eliminate bench rotation or 
be covered. There will be two rows of 
benches one on top of the other, one 
row firing and one row getting ready. 
There will be new optics, new alloys 
and new propellants. Plastics will be 
out. Any other ideas? 

e@ Getting back to May, 1953, members 
noted the passing of Al Marcianti, 
Trenton, N. J. Al was a top notch 
gunsmith, a charter member of the 
organization, and a good benchrest 
shooter and competitor.

M. Crooks, Bradford, Pa. as being the 
first person, who in early 1947 sug- 
gested an eastern bench rest 
organization. Harvey Donaldson was 
credited with lining up the first formal 
eastern shoot at Johnstown, N.Y. IN 
Sept. 1947. | can’t figure out why so 
much space was taken up in the mag- 
azine on this issue back in 1953, but | 
guess it was a matter of credit where 
credit was due. 

The Reeds Run ‘Blizzard Blazers” 
held their first match of the season on 
April 19, 1953.

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Getting Started

This article may be of some interest to 
the person who is getting started in 
benchrest shooting. | will try to share 
some of the experiences gained since 
my start back in 1975. Somehow these 
may be of value to the new shooter. This 
information may save you some money 
or components. A barrel saved or some 
primers still in the box will be reward 
enough. 

This form of target shooting is very ex- 
pensive. If you are going to jump in head 
first with a couple of new guns, loading 
equipment and components the cost 
might just scare you off before you start. 
We do not want to see that. 

The best way to get started is to attend 
a match or two. Talk to some of the 
shooters. Borrow a rifle, if possible, and 
try a match or two. Do you enjoy it as 
much as you thought you would? The 
winter matches are a good place to start. 
They are informal and a good social 
event as well. Have a friend introduce 
you to several of the top shooters. 

Most of these shooters will be glad to 
talk with you and give you advice on 
what sort of equipment you will need. 
Look to the top-notch shooter for he is 
using the latest equipment and compo- 
nents or he would not be a winner. He 
may be able to aid you with regard to 
caliber and loading for that cartridge. He 
can tell you about things like seating 
depth, loading data and barrel life, all of 
which are important. 

While you are talking-stick to the sub- 
ject. Don’t start bragging about the 25- 
06 that will put them all in the same hole 
at 200 yards. Before you know it you will 
be talking to yourself. Don’t try to im- 
press just yet. That will come in time 
without words. 

Assuming that by now your interest is 
still high after seeing five bullets enter 
the same hole it is time to look for that ri- 
fle. | would suggest the Heavy Varmint 
class. Most matches are held for that 
class so there will be lots of competition. 

Go to a few matches and look for a ri- 
fle for sale. Many shooters offer used ri- 
fles at fair prices. Do not be afraid to buy 
a used rifle. The owner will level with you 
on its condition and remaining life. He 
also can inform you of any preferances 
in loading and handling. Since most of 
the shooters in this game are honest you 


can count on the information to be ac- 
curate. 

Another good source for used rifles is 
the Trading Post section of this maga- 
zine. Many good buys appear there. 
Over the years it has been one of the 
quickest, and surest, ways of moving 
used items. 

One of the main things to look for is 
barrel life. Will the rifle shoot reasonably 
well for the time it takes to learn the 
game. Remember that you will wear out 
that first barrel in learning the game. 
Just about the time that the barrel goes 
you should be skilled enough to detect it 
has gone. It is now time for the first new 
barrel. 

Check into stock material. With the 
advent of fiberglass it is not practical to 
go to a wood stock.. Once an action is 
bedded in an aluminum or fiberglass 
stock it is there to stay. Wooden stocks 
require bedding quite often to keep them 
working at top accuracy levels. Tem- 
perature and humidity constantly work 
on the sensitive wood stock much more 
than they do on the glass and metal 
stocks. While learning you do not need 
the bother of looking for stock problems. 

If you are not familiar with the prob- 
lems of a poorly bedded stock just ask 
someone who is. They will set you 
straight quickly. Go to glass if possible. 
If not pillar bedding will aid in the relief 
of this worry. 

After looking at the barrel and stock it 
is time to look at the trigger. A 2 oz. trig- 
ger is a necessary feature. The cost of a 
new one is about $55.00. With the high 
degree of sensitivity needed for this 
sport the heavier triggers just will not do 
the job. Many used rifles have these trig- 
gers as standard. If not, buy one; it will 
be money well spent. 

Scopes will be the next item you will 
need. If your used rifle does not come 
with one do not run to the local sporting 
goods store and buy the first $200.00 
one you can find. Look at used equip- 
ment here too. 

Perhaps the shooter is selling it for no 
other reason than he “‘just has to have”’ 
one of the new ones. Many shooters, 
tired of looking at the same scope all the 
time, will change for the sake of change 
alone. They are like that. 

As strange as it may appear, there are 
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several advantages to buying used 
equipment. Foremost — used equipment 
is proven equipment. By the time it is 
ready to be sold it has been evaluated by 
the first owner. Perhaps it has been fac- 
tory reconditioned and brought up to 
A-1 condition. Most shooters, at least in 
benchrest, will not sell a dog for they 
know it will get back to them sooner or 
later. 

| bought a scope once and it was not 
up to par. The former owner took great 
pains to have it returned to the factory 
and made 100%. A bad deal will follow 
you too long. 

Another advantage is that the previous 
owner can tell you how to handle the 
item. Where to set the parallax mark for 
200 yards, how to adjust the trigger, 
when to check the screws or any other 
little oddities which make life easier can 
come forth in discussions with the seller 
of used equipment. 

Money is a final consideration, and 
advantage, in buying used equipment. 
Many good rifles go for about $300.00 to 
$400.00 dollars. They have a season or 
two left and make fine starter kits. When 
the barrel goes all you have to do is add 
a new one. The rest of the rifle will still 
be OK in most cases. That is still far 
short of the price of a new rifle which 
may need work from the start. 

Many new shooters lay out half a thou- 
sand for an off-the-shelf rifle and have to 
rebuild within the first year to become 
competitive. Add the rebuild to the origi- 
nal and there is a very high cost in- 
volved. That is a lot of change to find out 
that you would have been better off with 
a used rig and a fiberglass stock. 
Perhaps you feel a need for a certain 
barrel from one of the major makers in 
order to gain the confidence needed to 
place well. That did not come on your 
original. Add more dollars. Before you 
know it you have double the price of a 
good rifle invested. This is something to 
think about before you grab the first gun 
you see with a stainless barrel on it. 

Accessory items such as_ shooting 
rests, sandbags, shooting glasses and

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ear protection can often be purchased 
used. 

Shooting glasses are a must. We only 
get one set of eyes to see bullet holes so 
we must take care of them. 

Hearing protection takes on great im- 
portance under the covered ranges. That 
ringing that does not go away leads to 
things which can become much worse. 
Just ask any old shooter. Ask loudly, 
however. Need | say more? 

When buying a front rest don’t grab 
the first one on the shelf at the local 
hunter’s hangout. It will not work as it is 
too light. Spend a bit more on a good 
one, used is OK, and be happy for all of 
your days. One good one will cost about 
half as much as one good one after a 
bad one. 

Get a good toolbox to carry all the 
junk. that goes with this game. Pick one 
that you think will be OK and then buy 
the next bigger one. It will be empty fora 
while but it will fill itself all too soon. 

If | had to attach a moral to this story it 
would be this: ‘‘don’t jump in blindfolded 
with ear protectors on’’. Depending on 
your own feelings and instincts is not 
enough. | did this to a certain amount. | 
paid for my own thoughts in the run, but 
fortunately not to the degree that some 
have. For example: | had two Heavy Var- 


mint rifles made to get one good one. | 
did the same thing with the Sporter 
class. | bought a wood stock for a Heavy 
Bench rifle because it was $50.00 
cheaper than the fiberglass one | really 
wanted. A year later | bought the 
fiberglass one and now have $150.00 in- 
vested, plus time, in what would have 
cost $100.00 in the first place. 

It has taken time, and a considerable 
amount of money, to learn a few lessons 
that | could have learned if | had taken a 
little more time and received a little more 
advice from experienced shooters. 
Perhaps | can be of some help to some- 
one who is getting started in this great 
sport. 

Buy what works. While you are learn- 
ing you can concentrate on the basics, 
not worrying about what might go 
wrong. The why and how of this is prob- 
lem enough without the unknown sneak- 
ing in. It is comforting to know that the 
shot out about a half inch is yours, not 
the result of bad bedding. A scope with 
.3 of parallax, or a trigger that creeps or 
loose guard screws are not necessary to 
learning the game. 

Good luck in your new world of one 
hole groups, wind, mirage, happiness 
and frustrations.
